NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MANUFACTURERS. 


The tenth annual convention of the National Association of 
Manufacturers was convened at Atlanta, Ga., on May 16th, for 
a three days’ session. Three hundred delegates were present. 
An address of welcome was delivered by Gov. Terrell of Geor- 
gia, and speeches were made by Mayor Woodward of Atlanta 
and John T. Graves. William McCarroll of New York replied 
in behalf of the association. The convention was called to order 
by President David M, Parry. At the conclusion Ludwig Nissen 
of New York read a paper on “Governmental Relation to Pub- 
lic Franchises.” D. A. Tompkins of Charlotte, N. C., then de- 
livered some lucid remarks on “The Present and Future of 
Cotton, from the Plantation to the Loom.” In the afternoon 
David Davenport of Bridgeport, Conn., commented upon “The 
Necessity for Organization, National and Local.” On Wednes- 
day Secretary Metcalfe of the U. S. Department of Commerce 
and Labor delivered an address, very interesting and edifying. 


OUR PRESENT PLACE IN THE FAMILY OF NATIONS. 


The underlying causes of the wonderful development of the 
United States during the past twenty-five years through which 
it has reached first place in manufacturing in the family of na- 
tions, are suggested by a compilation recently prepared by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor through its Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, showing the production of the principal minerals at inter- 
vals from 1880 down to date in the United States and in the 
world as a whole. The commerce of the United States has in- 
creased from 1% billions in 1880 to 2% billions of dollars in 
1904, while the commerce of the world meant'me has increased 
from 15 billions to 22 billions. the relative increase made by the 
United States being thus greater than that of the other paits 
of the world. 

The United States produces 37 per cent. of the world’s coal, 
39 per cent. of its pig iron, 51 per cent. of its copper, 25 per 
cent. of its zinc, and 51 per cent. of its petroleum. In the pro- 
duction of coal, pig iron, copper and petroleum the United States 
leads the world. 


In the production of precious metals, the total of which in- 
creased from 192 million dollars in 1880 to 442 millions in 1904, 
gold has contributed a larger proportion than silver during the 
past twenty-five years, its share in the world’s output having in- 
creased from 106 million dollars in 1880 to about 349 millions 
in 1904, the growth being 243 million dollars, while the commer- 
cial value of the world’s silver product meantime grew from 
85 2-3 million dollars in 1880 to about 93 millions in 1904, th? 
increase being but about 7 million dollars. Meantime the pro- 
duction of gold in the United States increased from 36 million 
dollars in 1880 to 84% millions in 1904, while the commercial 
value of the silver output of the United States decreased from 
34% million dollars in 1880 to about 31 mill.ons in 1904. 

The following table shows the world’s production of the prin. 
cipal minerals in 1880 and 1903, the unit of quantity in each case 
being tons of 2,240 pounds, except as relates to gold and silver, 
the commerc:al value of which is stated, and petroleum, of which 
the quantity is stated in barrels of 42 gallons each:

DEATH OF WILLIAM F. HYATT. 


William F. Hyatt, president of the Brass Goods Manufacturing 
Co., Brooklyn, N. Y., died at his residence in that city, May 12, 
in his eighty-first year. Mr. Hyatt was born August 2nd, 1824. 
in what is now East Broadway, New York, his parents moving 
to Norwalk, Conn., a few years later, where he remained for 
some time. Returning to New York, he entered the employ of 
Charles Merrill & Son, 556: Grand Street, who were Hardware 
merchants of long standing. In 1847 Mr. Hyatt so:ght like many 
others to better his fortune in California, returning from which 
in 1851, he found a place with his old employer. A year later 
he was employed by J. B. Sargent, afterward Sargent & Co., then 
located at 24 Cliff Street, with whom he remained until 1855. The 
following year Mr. Hyatt became a partner in the Hardware busi- 
ness in Platt, near Pearl Street, the firm name being Sullivan, 
Scofield & Hyatt, later Sullivan & Hyatt, who were succeeded by 
Hyatt & Spencer, at 54 Beekman Street, the latter firm being dis- 
solved in the seventies and Mr. Hyatt continuing alone until about 
1876 at the Beekman Street address, and was succeeded in 1875 
by Spencer & Underhill, which later became in 1884 Underhill, 
Clinch & Co. In 1876 Mr. Hyatt establ'shed the Brass Goods 
Manufacturing Co., the factory of which is located at 86-92 Third 
Street Brooklyn, N. Y., and of which he continued president until 
his death. Mr. Hyatt was a man of sterling integrity and be- 
loved by all with whom he came in contact in a business or social 
way; he was conscientious to a fault and of moral rectitude that 
confirmed the high esteem in which he was held. Despite his 
extreme age, which one would hardly suppose from his daily 
habits, by living abstemiously and taking regular exercise, he was 
well preserved. He is survived by a widow, two daughters and 
two sons, one of whom, Herbert O. Hyatt, is treasurer and gen- 
eral manager of the Brass Goods Manufacturing Co., the other 
being connected with banking interests. 
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Editorial Trade Review 


The continued prevalence of cool weather has made a 
Spring favorable to the trade that most Hardwaremen 
find in due season. The long Winter we had will seem 
to make the present season a very short one, concentrat- 
ing the sale of legitimate Spring goods within a narrower 
compass than usual, and preparing the way for the sale 
of the usual Summer requirements which are gradually 
becoming important and thrusting their wants upon you 
early. The eager hustling has had its due effect, and the 
Spring sales have responded so well that the trade is 
felicitating itself that the volume of business has left but 
little to complain of. A good amount of traffic with less 
cutting of profits has been the rule instead of as usual 
the exception. 

The prices have been maintained by the manufacturers 
in a very satisfactory manner. The advances that have 
taken place have all been discounted in anticipation, and 
when the advance has been announced it was met by the 
trade in a spirit that seemed to say “it had to come, and 
I wonder it didn’t come before.” The way was often 
made easy for a slight advance by anticipating its speedy 
arrival, as goods were too low. 

Except in the price of nails, the cutting of which was 
caused by manufacturing enough of them to supply them 
too readily, and when once the cutting system was adopt- 
ed it was difficult to stop it, even while a possible advance 
in price was figured on to help the trade. The “boys” al- 
ways like to have something to cut, and to confine it to the 
Nail market is always politic, when possible. There may 
be less trouble in the immediate future, when a curtailed 
production may prevent a continuance of the objection- 
able tactics and prevent any farther demoralization. 

Orders from the travelers, when sought among the 
Retailers, have been of good assortments and not of too 
There is no disposition to overstock, 
and the stocks are in good condition generally for an 
activity notably in progress among the consumers. The 
policy of overstocking among both classes of trade is 
no longer an element of uncertainty, and is not too fre- 
quently indulged in. The increasing manufacturing facil- 
ities in all leading plants, is too generally the fashion for 
the manufacturer to scare the Jobber into ordering. too 


sanguine quantities. 
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largely under the old-fashioned idea that inability to sup- 
ply will be the natural result. The delays now arise more 
from the inability of the transportation companies to de- 
liver, than they do from any inability of the produce who 
prepares himself by adding to his plant. The last few 
years have seen ample preparations of this character. 
3uilders’ Hardware is still in good request, the amount 
of building going on in every direction is encouraging to 
a great degree in that important branch of industry. This 
is noticeable in all trades of the improved articles now 
made to cater for a business that is kept in advance of 
the wants of the country. The fine artistic patterns of 
our better grades especially, may always be relied upon to 
equal any demand upon them by the intelligent archi- 
tect, whose labors need the proper expression of his art. 

In the way of goods generally, several items need look- 
ing after. Refrigerators are reported as being scarce, 
the demand has been so great as to be unexpected. There 
is a wide diversity in styles in this industry, and the taste 
of the individual is met more than half way by the manv- 
facturer. The demand for the high-grade articles, with 
all modern improvements, increases in a manifold ratio 
annually, and keeps pace with the prosperity of the 
consumer. 

Lawn Mowers and similar goods are having a busy 
season. There is a demand for these useful articles that is 
calling for better goods among the Hardwaremen, leaving 
the cheaper lines to be handled by the Department store, 
where they may be sold without the prospect of any weak- 
ness causing vexation in the future. 





A REPRESENTATIVE COMMITTEE WANTED. 


At the conventions in Hot Springs, Virginia, of the Southera 
Hardware Jobbers’ Association, and the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association, too much importance cannot be given 
to the one particular subject in which all are fully interested, and 
that is the question connected with Transportation. In the April 
25th issue of HARDWARE we called attention to the fact that the 
interests of Hardware Jobbers and Manufacturers were identical 
in the matter, and something might be expected from a commit- 
tee appointed by the three great bodies, the Jobbers and Man1- 
facturers, and if possible, the National Retail Association, rep- 
resenting as they would, the facts and sentiments of the whole 
trade. Such a committee would have the prestige and force of 
expression to bring about the desired reforms. 

The mass of evidence already obtained by the Freight Com- 
mittee of the American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, of 
which E. B. Pike is chairman, would be found to possess great 
interest, and prove a ground work which the stronger committee 
would need to formulate plans and movements, presenting the 
view both of the shipper and receiver, that would command at- 
tention. Chairman Pike has gone into the matter in a thor 
oughly exhaustive manner, and obtained data as to facts that 
could be used intelligently and be found convincing. In on: 
way or another the several bodies cannot be otherwise than fa 
miliar with the confusion resulting from the present unequal and 
unjust classification; the loss and annoyance resulting from the 
seemingly unwarrantable delays in transportation; the inab.lity 
of receiving proper redress from this state of affa‘rs, especialls 
when seasonable goods are detained until long past a delivery 
date, and the stealings which have in the past been a large per- 
centage of loss, remuneration for which it was difficu't to obtain. 

It is to be hoped that with an appointment of a committee S” 
representative, more complete and comprehensive data could be 
had, the obtaining of which would be within its powers, and the 
important bearing which this would have, could be actively and 
energetically discussed, and succeed in effecting a reform that 
would prevent a recurrence of existing abuses. It would be 4 
power for good that would arouse the Hardware trade to the 
part—the important part—they play in this desire for a peaceful 
and harmonious settlement of these problems of transportation, 
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SPECIAL BRANDS 


By A. EUGENE BOLLES 
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It is hoped that at the coming Hot Springs Convention some 
definite action will be taken tending toward the elimination of 
the great and increasing evil of “Special Brands.” It would 
seem that the time had come for the members of the Manufac- 
Association to lock themselves up in close execut.ve ses- 
sion so that statements can be made freely; come to the defi- 
nite conclusion that they will in the future run their own 
business under their own names and not continue to sell their 
birthrights for messes of pottage in the form of orders for 
goods under another firm’s brand; then announce their decision 
and fight it out. 

In the mind of the writer material success will never attend 
the fight against Catalogue Houses, the efforts being made to- 
wards Price Maintenance, or the attempts to reduce the evil 
of substitution as long as every Tom, Dick and Harry in the 
Hardware business is selling goods under his own brand, Fur- 
thermore no one seems to be in favor of the Special Brand Idea, 
save a few of those in the jobbing business, while it 1s practi- 
cally an impossibility to find one of the nearly 30,000 retail Hard- 
waremen or of the several thousand manufacturers of Hard- 
ware, who is not of the opinion that the entire Hardware busi- 
ness would be better off were all goods made under manutfac- 
turers’ brands. A few weeks ago I went through the sh‘pping 
room of a factory in Ohio; on every hand were great piles of the 
factory's product ready for shipment and on every article the 
name of the firm was conspicuous for its absence; every article 
in the room—save those in a small pile in a corner—bore the 
private brand of the purchaser. The manufacturer told me ot 
instance after instance where disagreeable complications had 
grown out of the making of “Special Brands.” I asked him 
“Why don’t you cut out the Special Brands and sail under your 
own colors?” He answered, with a shrug of the shoulders, ‘lI 
suppose we ought to—but how?” 

It is hardly straining the point to say that the average maker 
of Hardware is almost in a position akin to that of the habitual 
drunkard who has suddenly come to his senses sufficiently to 
realize that he is so thoroughly the slave to alcohol that reform 
is impossible. His only chance is the gold cure. There are 
thousands of men in the Hardware business to-day who will 
pour blessings without limit on the head of him who invents 4 
“gold cure” for the Special Brand habit. 

Of course it goes without saying that the jobbers—at least 
a large majority of them—will continue to put up a big fight to 
save their brands and perhaps were all Hardwaremen jobbers, 
they would do likewise. But even the efforts of the jobbers to 
continue Special Brands should act as an additional incentive 
to manufacturers to oppose them. If a brand is a valuable asset 
to the jobber who distributes the goods, it is still more valuable 
ta the man who makes the goods and who is responsible for the 
material and workmanship in the goods. If the exploiting of 
Special Brands assists the distributor in gaining trade in the 
half dozen States that he covers, how much more of a help should 
be the maker’s brand to the producer whose trade reaches to 
every corner of the globe. And more than this shall the Special 
Brand idea be continued because it is the will of ten per cent. of 
those in the trade, or shall the will of the ninety per cent., who 
prefer manufacturers’ brands, prevail 

At previous conventions a great deal of time and _ oratorical 
effort has been spent on this subject, without, however, bring- 
ing about any material progress toward an abatement of the 
evil. Is there not among all the members of the American Hard- 
ware Manufacturers’ Association some man, or group of men, 
who wil! take the lead at Hot Springs, in the attempting to dis- 
cover and get together the necessary ingredients for the rem- 
edy—the “gold cure’—that is so much needed? The man who 
can bring this about, who can turn the coming meeting from a 
‘talk-fest” into a “work-fest” will earn the undying gratitude 
of thousands of Hardwaremen.

recently in Profitable Advertising, is well worth a careful perusal 
by those interested in the question of “Special Brands.” 


A mark, a hieroglyphic, a symbol in the beginning of their 
use had no other further meaning than ownership. They were 
used before the written name to denote proprietorship, and serv- 
ed as a notice to others that the article so marked was the ex- 
clusive property of the owner. In its broader application to- 
day, a registered trade-mark or brand carries within itself a 
legally protected right of exclusive use, and should bespeak .a 
degree of merit for the goods so nominated. There was a time 
before the day of general publicity when certain lines of Hall- 
marks were clear evidence of the excellence of manufacture, and 
goods so stamped were accepted by the public as reliable and 
trustworthy. To-day, any manufacturer can lawfully register 
his mark without regard to the quality or worth of his product, 
and the consumer is left to give the final verdict of merit. 


The relation of publicity to a trade-marked article is so vital, 
and advertising has so fully demonstrated the value of a brand 
in any line of commerce or trade, that it hardly seems possible 
that any manufacturer will still refuse to see the great advan- 
tages that come from the exploiting of a trade-mark that has be- 
hind it a good standard of make and of value. And yet, some 
most excellent products are known by their mark, though not 
advertised at all by the usual means, but by the best test of true 
and lasting worth—the publicity of a pleased consumer. How- 
ever, the success of recent campaigns gives safe testimony to the 
fact that the value of an advertised trade-mark cannot be over- 
estimated, and that its commercial earning power is limited only 
by the extent of the appropriation, the real worth of the goods, 
and the output of the manufacturer. 


A manufacturer may make a superior line of goods and seli 
them freely and satisfactorily to jobber or to retailer, and con- 
sider his work well done, but this very excellence of production 
has little salable value as an asset in his business without the 
use of a trade-mark. Some of the most conservative firms to- 
day whose success in their various lines has blinded them to the 
power of publicity to create capital for a trade-mark article, are 
beginning to realize the great loss they have sustained by not 
branding their goods and advertising them. And it may be 
noted that a number of national advertisers would not part with 
their trade-marks for millions of dollars, in view of the great 
addition that advertising has made to this purchasabie quantity 
in their assets. 


The following is a simple tribute to the potency of trade-mark 
publicity. A sojourner in a distant city went to a store for nis 
favorite shaving soap; it is a well-known brand, and is adver- 
tised nationally. The dealér did not have this particular brand 
in stock. He brought forth several soaps, possiviy iust as good 
—but the intending purchaser did not know them, had not seen 
their name in print, was not acquainted with their worth. Finally 
the dealer said “Colgate’s,” and immediately a sale was made. 
Why? Because “Colgate” for one hundred years has stood for 
good soap; and more, it has been advertised until the very name 
suggested the “Colgate” Dutch boy with his heavy head of hair, 
his quaint attire, and his wooden shoes. That is where adver- 
tising does its best work by creating an influence .n favor of 
brands that are known through general publicity. 


The distinctive value of a trade-mark lies in the ease with 
which the goods are known and handled bv the trade, and the 
readiness of the public to adopt as their choice goods of merit 
that are so plainly marked for identification—it is a commercial 
convenience and a protection to the consumer. The proposition 
which now confronts us is to find the best way to successfully 
advertise a brand or trade-mark. We will consider an advertis- 
ing manufacturer who sells his branded goods to the jobber only. 
He has the several forms of publicity at his command, and can 
succeed in increasing the sale of his goods just in so far as his 
campaign is judiciously managed and the size of his appropriation 
will allow. He can use the trade journals to interest tne reta ler 
for the benefit of the jobber, and he can employ the various other 
means of publicity, either with or without the co-oneration of 
the dealer, to secure the patronage of the consumer; for the re- 
tailer, who in turn buys of the jobber, who is sold by the manu- 
facturer. The manufacturer selling his goods to the retailer can 
pass by the jobber, pocket the profit saved, or expended as above 
stated for popularizing his goods in the various ways. 


If the manufacturer sells direct to the consumer, he can use 
the usual forms of publicity with a degree of success commen- 
surate with the necessity for the article, its cost and its merit. It 
has been found that for a manufacturer to advertise his branded 
goods to the retailer for the benefit of the jobber whom he sells, 
is a better paying proposition than for a manufacturer to ad- 
vertise to the retailer for his own benefit alone; because more 
firms buy their goods from ,obbers than from manufacturers. 
In fact, it has been estimated that a large proportion of the total 
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volume of business in most lines of trade is done by the smaller 
stores who usually patronize the jobber, and many bigger con- 
cerns are compelled to go to the jobber for some lines of goods. 

The experience of one manufacturer in selling branded goods 
to the retailer is interesting. He spent a large sum annually 
in the several avenues of publicity to awaken general interest 
in his line of goods. He was a leader in his line, and sought 
to confine his goods to one store in each city. The advertising 
proved so large a success, and the demand from the public so 
great, that the competitors of his favored store in some towns 
bought his goods in other cities, and sold them under price so 
as to be able to supply the demand for the coveted article, and 
the war thus begun ended by many dealers dropping the brana 
because of the loss of profit, and his whole scheme of advertising 
was vitiated. The error he made could have been obviated only 
by selling the branded article under a price openly advertised to 
the consumer, and by an iron-clad contract with the dealer not 
to cut the price advertised. This is being very successfully done 
to-day by many manufacturers, and is the only safe way to adver- 
tise and market a branded article, as it precludes the possibility 
of destructive price-cutting, and insures a safe return for your 
advertising investment. 

Over five thousand of the best retail merchants in this coun- 
try were recently interviewed in regard to the rapid changes 
which publicity by the manufacturer is making in the retail trade, 
and all that gave answer agreed that the branded article for 
which a demand was created by advertising on the part of the 
maker would very soon almost supplant the unbranded and un- 
known lines. The moral is: Manufacture a good article. brand 
it, put retail price upon it, sell to any dealer who will contract 
with you to maintain the price, use every source of publicity 
that your given amount wiil allow, and you will succeed in 
pushing the sales of your product far beyond your fondest expec- 
tations and hopes. Every day is demonstrating anew the com- 
mercial value of an advertised trade-mark. It pays to brand 
your goods and advertise them. 

LETTER FROM PRESIDENT CRUMLEY.

We 
are very much gratified to learn that so large a number of our 
members have already signified their intention of attending the 
meeting and I sincerely hope that those who have not signified 
their intention of going wll at once make arrangements to do 
so and will notify Mr. Carter at Knoxville as soon as possible in 
order that names of your representatives may be placed in the 
attendance book and proper buttons and badges provided. 

You, of course, appreciate the fact that the more closely our 
association can work with the American Hardware Manufactur 
ers’ Association and the more harmonious our relations are, the 
greater will be the results from our efforts. The members of 
the Manufacturers’ Association have a very high regard for the 
Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association and are willing and 
anxious to serve our interests in every way possible. If we have 
grievances, they are disposed to treat with us on the most liberal 
basis and in turn we should render them every assistance in our 
power in more firmly cementing the ties of friendship that now 
bind us together in order that our business relations may con- 
tinue to be most pleasant. 

There are two subjects which will be given very special at- 
tention at our convention by both the manufacturers and job- 
bers—namely, Restricted Prices and Freight Matters. As you 
will note from programme, the question of Restricted Prices will 
be taken up at an Executive Session and a consensus of opin:un 
of our members will be arrived at in order that at a later session 
we may intelligently approach the manufacturers and explain to 
them our wishes. This subject is a very important one and if the 
jobbers hope to derive remunerative profits on many lines which 
are now sold below cost, it is to their interest to attend the con- 
vention and assist in securing such legislation as will accomplish 
the desired results.

Approaching the Springs, the traveller 
passes through the most rugged part of the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains, winding through valleys beautiful in their wildness, with 
the mountains on either side rising almost to the clouds. - At 
the upper end of a particularly wild glen, 2500 feet above sea 
level, the train stops at Hot Springs Station and the traveller 
finds he has been in a moment transported from the wilderness 
to a resort of fashion.

Real Estate—Power of Alienation. 
Question: A person wants to tie up his real estate as long 
as possible after his death so that it cannot be sold, the income 
to be paid to his children. For how long a time can this legally 


be done? 
RepLty: By the rule of the common law the power or sale or 


alienation of real estate could not be suspended for a longer 
period than a life or lives in being and a period of minority after- 
wards. The property may be iegally tied up for the longest of 
any number of designated lives and the term of twenty-one years 
thereafter. This is still the rule in England and in many of our 
States, such as Georgia, Illinois, Kentucky and New Jersey. But 
in other States, as in New York, the power of sale ot real estate 
cannot be suspended for a longer period than during the con- 
tinuance of the lives of two designated persons in being at the 
death of the testator and the period of a minority thereafter. 
An attempt to keep real estate out of the market for a longer per- 
iod than this is regarded as contrary to public policy and is pro- 
hibited by statute. As this branch of the law abounds in techni- 
calities and subtle distinctions, we should advise no one to attempt 
to suspend the power of sale of his property without competent 
legal advice. 


Marriage and Age. 

QuEsTION: Will you please answer through the columns of 
your valuable paper the following questions: First, does a 
woman become of age when she gets married in Illinois; sec- 
ond, if she has property coming to her from Illinois and was 
born in Illinois and she moves to lowa and gets married before 
she becomes of age, does that entitle her to her share of her 
property immediately, or does she have to wait until she is 
eighteen years of age; third, does one have to sue immediately 
for malpractice or can one sue any time one sees fit, or is it out- 
lawed after one year in Iowa? 

Repty: In reply to your first and second question, we know 
of no statute of Illinois which provides that a woman shall be- 
come entitled to property which she could not otherwise claim 
until she has attained her majority. Replying to your third ques- 
tion, actions for personal injuries must be brought within two 
years in Iowa or they will be barred by the statute of limitations.

Business Good in the Empire State. 

General business conditions throughout New York State are 
good. Although both materials and labor are high, there is an 
unusual amount of new building taking place. This is especially 
true in the large cities and larger manufacturing centers. Job- 
bers report a good demand for all classes of Hardware from the 
country trade, plainly proving that business with the country mer- 
¢hant is also good. ‘lhe weather has been favorable for farmers 
and prices for all dairy products are good. ‘The general outlook 
is very satisfactory. 

J. F. Murphy, of Woodruff & Murphy, large Hardware retailers, 
of Auburn, N. Y., in speaking of trade conditions said: “Here 
in Auburn business is very good. A large number of houses are 
being built and are rented as rapidly as completed; the building 
trade has been unusually active all the Spring. We notice a de- 
mand for better grades of Hardware, which speaks well for the 
prosperity of the people. Collections are also good, and the out- 
look has never been better at this season of the year.”

This concern do both 
a wholesale and retail trade, working closely the territory ad- 
ee to Auburn. The arrangement of the store is excellent, 
and stock is well displayed. <A very large line of oil stoves was 
being shown and a good business was reported. Large windows 
are used to splendid advantage in displaying goods. In addition 
to general Hardware the Herron Hardware Co. carry an exten- 
sive line of manufacturers’ supplies, which are found profitable. 

Another Auburn concern carrying on both a wholesale and re- 
tail business is Smith & Pearson, occupying the large double store, 
No. 102 and 104 Genesee Street. Plumbing and heating sup- 
plies are carried and an extensive business is done in these goods, 
both at retail and wholesale. 

(he old Hardware firm of Choate & Bro., has been succeeded 
by Post & Duncan, at the same old stand, 88 Genesee Street. 
The old firm had been in business some fifty-five years and the 
new concern will continue the same agencies and carry the same 
up-to-date goods, pursuing the same policy of selling “honest 
goods at honest prices.” Mr. Post of Post & Duncan was for 
many years in the employ of the old house, and understands well 
the local trade. House furnishing goods is one of the side lines 
pushed and other new lines will be added. 

\t 34 Market Street is located the store of H. W. Durnford, 
who makes a specialty of furnace work and jobbing. A very 
complete tin shop is maintained, and business was reported good. 

The large double window of Everts Hardware Co. on lower 
Genesee Street, is always one of the best trimmed windows in 
Auburn. Special attention is given to this means of advertising 
and it is found to pay. A very effectual display was recently 
made of Spring goods, including house furnishing supplies. 

Probably not another city of the size in the country has as many 
Hardware stores as Auburn, and all are prosperous; and all the 

Hardwaremen devote themselves pretty closely to regular lines. 
One such is Hiram J. Rich, whose store is at 116 Genesee Street. 
Confining himself almost exclusively to staple and shelf Hard- 
ware, Mr. Rich has succeeded in building up a large business. 

A well arranged store is that of Pomeroy & Coe, at 137 Geneser 
Street. Plate glass cases are used to good advantage in showing 
tools and cutlery in which lines the firm have a fine trade. 

Stoves and ranges are handled by some of the Hardwaremen, 
—— there is one store selling this line exclusively. Wm. H. 
Laton, located at 29 State Street, does a profitable business in 
the line, in connection with an up-to-date tin shop. 

The sporting goods trade of Auburn is left to three or four 

exclusive dealers, none of the Hardwaremen having ever taken 
up the line. It is closely identical to the Hardware trade, but 
becatise of the retail and because the sporting goods dealers 
carry such complete stocks, the trade is left to them. The sport- 
ing goods store of Whipple & Foreman is one of the best in 
New York State, and the trade of this concern is so well estab- 
lished it would be difficult for any one to enter the field success- 
fully. A complete fishing tackle catalogue is issued by Whipple 
& Foreman and is found to bring considerable business from 
the country districts. 
_ The Wright-Dana Hardware Co., of Utica, do a large local 
Jobbing business, and yet pay much attention to their retail store, 
A special feature is made of the window displays which are always 
seasonable and attractive. Being often changed the goods in 
the window always look new and bright, which adds much to 
their attractiveness. Many Hardwaremen seem to feel that be- 
Cause their line is not dry goods that no effort need be made to 
keep windows up-to-date or attractive. The success of the re- 
tail business of Wright-Dana Co. proves conclusively that it 
Pays to keep windows attractive. 
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Another Utica concern doing a large business is the Roberts 
Hardware Co. The business is largely wholesale, but an ex- 
tensive retail trade is also done, the retail store of the Roberts 
Hardware Co. being one of the best furnished and appointed 
Hardware stores in the country. Spring business has been brisk 
and the outlook is good. 

Closely identified to the Hardware trade is the business of 
Clark, Horrocks Co., the fishing rod and tackle manufacturers 
of Utica, N. Y. A large variety of fishing tackle is made by this 
concern, and trade has been very active all the Spring, taxing 
their factory to fullest capacity. 

The Savage Arms Co., another Utica concern, is in close con- 
tact with the Hardware trade, and also reported good business. 
The line of Savage rifles is being constantly enlarged and in 
this way the company are expanding their trade.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE IRONMONGERS’ FEDERATED ASSOCIATION. 

The conference held at Bristol from May 3 to 5 was an 1n- 
teresting event and one which showed the way in which the 
claims of association work are fast taking hold of the Hard- 
waremen of this country. The Ironmongers’ Federated Asso- 
ciation which held its annual gathering is a representative body, 
and includes the different local associations which are federated. 
It is largely guided by a Central Board, the members of which 
elected on the nomination of the different local associations. It 
may therefore be taken that the deliberations of the delegates 
at Bristol were representative of the opinions held by Hard- 
waremen in Great Britain, and the subjects under discussion 
those which at the present time are held to be of paramount im- 
portance among British Hardwaremen. The conference met on 
May 3 for business, and received a hearty welcome from acting 
president Verity, who, at the request of the Central Board, took 
the position rendered vacant by the death of the late W. J. Ba- 
con, tne president of the J. F. A., who died last month. After 
the usual formal business had been transacted and reports taken 
the election of officers for the ensuing year was proceeded with, 
Charles Parsons, of ? ? being elected president. On 
the evening of the same day a banquet was held in the Roya! 
Hotel, Bristol, and was attended by a large number of delegate: 
and members of local associations. The conference resuming on 
the 4th inst., opened with an address from the new president, in 
which Mr. Parsons drew attention to the principal matters which 
would be brought before the conference for discussion. Among 
the more important matters brought up were the following, a re- 
port of the recent’ examination held in London, a request to the 
Central Board to appoint a sub-committee to revise the “In Ac- 
cord” list, and the questions. of direct trading, collection of ac- 
counts, price maintenance, municipal trading, and the continuous 
importation of foreign goods. The continuance of the policy 
of price maintenance was strongly advocated; it was also thought 
that a firm front should be presented to those manufacturers 
who adopted price maintenance and yet supply co-operative soci- 
eties who give away dividends or bonuses. British manufac- 
turers of lawn mowers who have supported the Hardware trade 
in maintaining the prices of machines were thanked, and the 
opinion was generally expressed that all enquiries received by 
manufacturers who advertise lawn mowers should be handed on 
to some retailer in the district from which the enquiry emanates. 
In view of the immense quantity of manufactured articles now 
being imported into Great Britain the attention of Chambers 
of Commerce and mercantile associations was drawn to the ques 
tion with a view of their realizing their proper responsibility and 
duties on this important subject. The members of the confer- 
ence were entertained at lunch and at an “At Home” by several 
manufacturing firms. On the following day arrangements had 
been made enabling the delegates and Hardwaremen present to 
visit several of the most important works in the neighborhood. 
Undoubtedly the annual conference at Bristol was a thorough 
success, and showed plainly that the association movement is 
steadily gaining ground in England. It is also clear that by 
concerted action Hardwaremen have been enabled to effect many 
useful reforms in commercial matters, and that they will doubt- 
less continue to make themselves heard when questions of dis- 
pute involving their welfare are raised either in municipal or 
commercial circles. 

ANOTHER IRONMONGERS’ ASSISTANTS’ ASSOCIATION FORMED. 

Ironmongers’ assistants are gradually beginning to assert 
themselves and carve out careers based upon mutual co-opera- 
tion. Some two years ago an association was formed in Liver- 
pool among the ironmongers’ assistants, which, although of 
considerable local value, has not yet led to the formation of 
similar societies in other parts of the country. There are, 
however, assistants’ associations in both Dublin and Glasgow 
doing good work and helping on the interests of assistants; en- 
couraging them, and rendering their work easier, by social in- 
tercourse and by the discussion of matters of common interest 
and promoting the welfare of the trade at large. For some 
time past there has been an association of ironmongers’ assis- 
tants in Australia, with its head quarters at. Melbourne. The 
most recent development of the movement has now come from 
South Africa where a hardware assistants’ association has been 


formed on somewhat similar lines to the one existing in Aus- 
tralia. The headquarters of the new association will be in 
Johannesburg and arrangments have already been made for 
branch associations in other parts of the South African col- 
onies. 

THE RECENT FURNISHING TRADES’ EXHIBITION IN LONDON 

The Furnishing Trades’ Exhibition and Market which has 
recently been held at the Agricultural Hall, Islington, London, 
was well attended by ironmongers and others engaged in the 
different branches of the furnishing trades. The exhibition was 
a great success and the promoters are to be congratulated upon 
the excellent arrangement of the different stands, and upon 
the pleasing variety of furniture and furnishing accessories they 
had been enabled to get together. Not only were novelties in 
household furniture on view but many good Hardware lines, 
and a specially choice selection of side lines, which latter part 
of Hardware is being developed rapidly by the Hardwaremen of 
this country. Such goods as framed pictures and ornamental 
picture overmantels are quite commonly introduced into Hard- 
waremen’s stocks. The sale of wicker goods is also an impor- 
tant feature, and some of these exhibited at the hall were beau- 
tiful examples of American cane and choice rattan and willow 
work. J. C. Plimpton & Co. of Liverpool and New York had 
an excellent choice of American roll-top desks and a good se- 
lection of office furniture, all of which goods, were much ap- 
preciated by visitors to the Exhibition. 

ANOTHER TESTIMONY TO THE QUALITY OF AMERICAN PRINTING. 

American manufacturers have long been noted for the quality 
of the printing used in their business catalogues and of the 
smart and attractive lists which they issue from time to tinue. 
One of the latest indications of advance in art is shown by the 
striking catalogue just issued by the Coldwell Lawn Mower Co. 
in this country. This enterprising firm have employed one of 
the best American artists in the production of the cover of their 
new catalogue. It is a work of art and is a reproduction of a 
cleverly modelled panel; the warbling of the bird, the spray of 
blossom and the joy of the cherub all announce the coming of 
Spring making a suitable introduction to the lawn mowers which 
are so largely used by horticulturists at this season. The Cold- 
well machines, invented by Thomas Coldwell, an English settler 
in the States, who claims to have been the first American inventor 
of lawn mowers, are very popular in this country, and the firm 
have wisely introduced an English type of machine, realizing that 
the conditions of gardening in this country are somewhat dif- 
ferent from those in the United States. The great secret of 
American success in Great Britain appears to be their quick 
adaptability to the requirements of the people for whom they are 
producing their specialties, and to the intuitive knowledge they 
have of the right things to introduce at the right moment. 

_ HARDWAREMEN IN AGRICULTURAL DISTRICTS. 

As the summer advances English ironmongers are much occt- 
pied with their agricultural implement departments, especially 
those located in country districts, find this branch of business very 
profitable and one which leads to extension of trade in many 
directions. The English show season will shortly commence, the 
first event of any importance being the agricultural show to be 
held at Nottingham under the auspices of the Bath and West 
and Southern Counties’ Society, which is considered to be the 
premier migratory society in this country. Already arrange- 
ments have been made on an extensive scale, and it is an open 
secret that many of the stands will be exceptionally good. As 
on former occasions American harvesting machinery will be well 
represented and during the last week of the present month 
many British agriculturists will have. opportunities of inspect- 
ing the smart, clean and well-built implements manufactured in 
such large quantities in the United States. The implements and 
machines made by the International Harvester Company are 
very popular in Great Britain, and, although arrangements are 
now made by which the different branches of the Harvester Trust 
are independently handled in this country, there is every prob- 
ability that a larger trade than ever will be done in these ma- 
chines during the ensuing season. 

TOO MANY AMERICAN GOODS. 

Among the various discussions which took place at the recent 
conference of ironmongers at Bristol the one dealing with the 
increasing importation of American Hardware into Great Bri- 
tain was of paramount importance to the manufacturers of the

Landlord and Tenant. 
NO. 2. THE TENANT'S RIGHTS TO ALTER THE PREMISES. 


Alteration means something more than repair. To alter is 
to change the form or nature—to make different. To repair 
is to retain the form and nature, but to make more perfect. 
The tenant has a right generally to make repairs; indeed, with- 
out anything in the lease to that effect, he is bound to hand the 
property over to his landlord at the expiration of his lease in the 
condition in which he took it, ordinary wear and tear excepted. 
But a tenant has not the right without his landlord’s consent to 
make alterations, even if the alterations are improvements and 
admitted to be such by the landlord. When one rents premises 
he is presumed to be satisfied with them as they stand and the 
landlord has the right to expect them to remain as at the time 
the lease was given, subject to his right as against the tenant to 
have the premises kept up. 

Where premises are rented for a particular purpose known to 
the landlord, the law will presume that the tenant has the right to 
make any alterations reasonably needed to fit the premises for 
the use. Where, however, the landlord does not know the pur- 
pose, he has a right to expect that they will be used for the pur- 
pose for which they are naturally fitted without alteration. 

Where in the lease there is a clause stating that the premises 
are ‘to be used” for a particular purpose, naming it, the ques- 
tion sometimes arises whether this amounts to a restriction on 
the use so that, where the tenant uses the property for another 
purpose, he has broken his lease. There is an uncertainty on this 
point due to a variety of opinions expressed by the courts. There 
is no question, however, in a case where the restriction 1s made 
positive and definite, as where the lease reads that the premises 
shall be used only for some particular purpose, naming it. Where, 
therefore, the landlord desires to restrain the tenant from using 
the premises for any other than a particular purpose he should 
make the restriction positive. 

Alterations, then, without permission of the landlord are in 
general not allowable. The tenant cannot cut a window through 
an outer or inner wall, nor open a fire place; nor erect a parti- 
tion, nor cut a hole through the floor for pipes or wires or ele- 
vators; nor can he move a partition to change the shape or size 
of rooms, nor change the place of the staircase, nor move the 
out-buildings, nor destroy trees or flowering shrubs, nor change 
their location; nor can he move a fence, nor turn a grass plot 
into a garden. 

Tenants may make such alterations as are not permanent in 
their nature where they may be removed at the expiration of 
the lease without injury to the property. 

The ordinary remedy for the landlord where the tenant pro- 
poses to make an unauthorized alteration is a writ of injunctiun, 
though a suit for damages will afterwards lie against the tenant. 

Reverting again to the matter of~use it should be said that 
where there is no restriction as to use contained in the lease, yet 
the tenant may be restrained by the landlord from using the 
premises for a purpose or in a manner contrary to law. 

In our next talk we shall consider the right of the tenant on 
leaving the leased premises to remove fixtures.

GRAY & DUDLEY CO..S NEW INDUSTRY. 


The following interesting announcement is made in Nashville, 
Tenn. : 

“The Gray & Dudley Hardware Co. has secured a large tract 
ot land at the corner of Clifton Street and.Charlotte Turnpike 
and will begin in the very near future the erection of a manu- 
facturing plant of a character mew in the South. 

“The company will manufacture quite a varied line of Hard- 
Ware and cast iron goods, including anvils, hammers, hinges, 
butts, sash weights, stove hollowware, well wheels, grindstone 
ixtures, gate latches, blind hinges, hitching weights, hay fork 
pulleys and stoves. They eventually expect to make other lines 
that are more complicated, such as lawn mowers, ice cream 
freezers, Builders’ Hardware, edged tools etc. The company has 
already been manufacturing quite a number of its lines for sev- 
eral years, including harness, saddlery, trunks, wood goods, etc., 
and have found it a profitable part of their business. 

“The property purchased consists of about thirteen acres, and 
on it will be built the manufacturing plant and a large and thor- 
oughly ip-to-date three-story warehouse. Excellent railroad fa- 
cilities are available -at the location selected for the plant, both 
the Nashville, Chattanooga & St.-Lowis ‘tracks ‘and those of -the 
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Tennessee Central running by the site. The warehouse will 
take the place of the rented building in South Nashville now 
used by the company, 

“It is announced by the management that William A. Griswold 
will be the manager of the new plant, and he will leave in a short 
while for an inspection trip through the northern and eastern 
territory, getting ideas from the best conducted plants of those 
sections. Between one hundred and one hundred and fifty men 
will be employed at the plant from the start. It is stated that 
the company has a sufficient surplus on hand for the erection of 
the plant, and no new issue of stock will be made. 

“The Gray & Dudley Hardware Company are splendidly 
equipped to have a plant of this kind for the reason that they 
have already built up an enormous business and their facilities 
for distributing the product of their foundry and factory is un- 
excelled, as the company travels forty-two salesmen, covering 
every State in the South. They have beside their main house in 
this city a branch house at Birmingham and a warehouse at 
Memphis. In addition to the foundry and manufacturing plant 
the company will erect on this property at the western end a 
large warehouse for their wholesale department. This ware- 
house will cover possibly two acres of ground and will be three 
stories in height and will be well equipped for economical and 
rapid handling of freight. The company has been renting a 
warehouse in South Nashville which they will give up as soon 
as their new warehouse is completed, as they will have tracks 
from all the railroads passing through the warehouse as well as 
through the foundry yards. 


NEED OF STUDYING FOREIGN TRADE CONDITIONS. 





Combinations Among German Manufacturers. 

Combinations in Germany in certain branches of manufactur- 
ing have been shown to be entirely feasible. The tendency to 
consolidate forms one of the conspicuous features of trade in the 
Empire; but it by no means affects all branches alike. German 
manufacturing extends into every village and along every stream. 
It enlists thousands of men of small capital who are content with 
modest earnings and who neither seek combinations nor are dis- 
mayed by threats of them on the part of others. This is es- 
pecially true in the commoner branches, in which the work is, or 
can be, largely done by hand or inexpensive machinery. The 
number, size and distribution of these smaller concerns is often 
such as to give them considerable influence in manufacturing. 
This was true in the case in hand, and was doubtless one fact 
not fully reckoned upon. The relatively greater difficulty of 
embarking in a new enterprise tends to make the manufacturer 
slow to give up even an unprofitable business which may have 
been in the family for two or three generations. 

German manufacturing is in no small degree influenced by the 
system under which practically all farmers live in the towns or 
villages, and thereby puts close to these village factories a large 
body of cheap labor of both sexes, which in the United States, 
for example, has no counterpart. This labor engages readily in 
the manufacture of the cheaper grades of cloth, paper, glassware, 
stoneware, matches, cheap jewelry, toys, leather, paper boxes, 
cigars, cheap agricultural implements, wrought-iron work, low- 
priced shoes, etc. The rapid introduction of better agricultural 
machinery is reducing the number of persons required in the 
fields and adding to the ranks of the manufacturing classes. 
Improved machinery, even in these smaller concerns, is increas- 
ing their productiveness and increasing their influence in the 
home and foreign markets. 

MARKETS FOR AMERICAN MANUFACTURES. 

It would be wholly incorrect to say that the two classes of fac- 
tories—the larger ones in the cities and the smaller ones re- 
ferred to—cover the whole field of manufacturing, leaving no 
place to the exporter to Germany and its neighboring States. On 
the contrary, a valuable market remains to the American manu- 
facturer even in Germany, but it is limited in scope, and the ten- 
dency doubtless is toward further narrowing. The market ‘s 
for excellent reasons open to a considerable list of manufactur- 
ed articles widely sold throughout the Empire. It is barred to 
a long list of articles simply because the cost of making here ex- 
cludes foreign competitors. The American manufacturer or ex- 
porter must determine to which list his wares belong. Two 
questions of importance confront him: What class of goods 
does a foreign market require? At what price does the native 
manufacturer make these goods, if at all, or at what price can 
he make them if a demand should be created ? 

As the great manufacturing nations prepare to supply their own 
demands and force trade into other fields where manufacturing is 
less: developed, the importance of accurate knowledge of trade 
conditions in such fields will become more and more apparent.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 


The market to-day might be described as steady. Prices are 
without material change one way or the other, although it is 
noticeable that there seems to be a steady tendency to advance 
the price of all goods in which wood forms a leading part. This, 
of course, is largely due to the diminishing supply of this useful 
material. Our country, so far, has been too young and extrava- 
gant to realize the value of wood, and the time is no doubt com- 
ing when it will pay to adopt means for the cultivation and care 
of forests. The average American, however, wishes to see re- 
sults in his own life time, and it is a difficult matter to induce 
him to take thought for future generation. Trade is fair, and 
it is somewhat difficult to supply the demand for certain season- 
able goods. Much complaint is frequently made with the delay 
on shipments made direct from the factory, and we do not won- 
der that the dealers often feel aggrieved from this cause. Un- 
fortunately, however, we see little or no remedy for this detay, 
as long as the present practice continues or shipping so many 
goods direct from factory in order to save the dealer a small 
amount of freight. Jobbers as a rule would be only too glad to 
carry ample stocks of seasonable goods so as to fill orders prompt- 
ly, but the demand for the freight allowance is so great that the 
jobbers are compelled to send many orders to the factory for 
direct shipment. The inevitable fact is that the factories are 
swamped every year, and every season there comes the cry of woe 
from all parts of the country because shipments are delayed. We 
cannot but feel that these direct shipments are often times a 
real injury .to the dealer, but we appreciate the fact that they 
seem inevitable. BippLE HARDWARE Co. 


THE PITTSBURGH TRADE. 


Within the past few days Pittsburgh has been the center of 
several important gatherings. First was the congressional com- 
mittee on river improvement under the leadership of Mr. Burton. 
This committee made up of representatives from all parts of the 
country were shown some of Pittsburgh freight producers and 
then started down the Ohio on the steamer Queen City to make 1 
thorough inspection of the river from Pittsburgh to Cairo. They 
see a stream capable of carrying the commerce of the world at 
its present stage of water and what it might be all through the 
year if improved with locks and dams. The towns and cities 
along the route are vieing with each other to make the trip of the 
committee a success. The next is the convention of railroad 
men lately assembled in Washington from all parts of the world.

They will visit the Westinghouse Air 
Brake shops, the Carnegie Armor Plate mills and other points 
of interest. We are also favored this week by the presence 
among us of the executive and advisory committees of the Na- 
tonal Hardware Association. These gentlemen come from as 
far east as Boston, west as San Francisco, north as St. Paul and 
south as B‘rmingham. The local Hardware Association took 
them in automobiles through our residence and park district anJ 
showed what Pittsburgh is from the aesthetic side. It proved to’ 
be a revelation to men who had only known Pittsburgh as a' 
city of manufactures. They were also entertained at a banquet 
by one of our manufacturing concerns and will be given further 
attention during the remainder of their stay. Important mat- 
ters relating to the business of the association are being con- 
sidered by the committee.

Increased ma- 
chinery is lessening the drudgery of farm life, and the country 
homes are adding pianos and carriages. Street railroads, tele- 
phones and mail delivery are making country life quite different 
from what it has been.

movement promises one of the most important improvements, and 
the country as well as the city should enthusiastically support it. 
Liberal provisions for good roads should be encouraged by both 
political parties, and both parties should find a place in their party 
platforms endorsing it. The agricultural department at Washmg- 
ton cannot afford to ignore the demand for such improvement. 
It is fast becoming a political question and appeals to a very 
large number of our citizens. If the voice of the people is not 
respected, the country fences of our law makers will need re- 
pairing soon. It is well to build docks and dredge rivers, pro- 
vide for army and navy, but urban improvements must not be 
neglected.

Who 
ever heard of a Hardware man hunting a place to give his money 
away’? No, no; they need it to buy bread and butter, and occa- 
sionally something on the side; but, as a rule, they are happy.

GERMAN PATENT LAWS. 


The following points of interest regarding the German patent 
laws. are taken from a recent number of the bulletin published 
by the Chember of Commerce of Berlin. 

An American patent to be valid in Germany must be fitea 
simultaneously in the United States and in Germany. The filing 
of such patent or application must be made in writing on blanks 
furnished by the German patent office. Each application must be 
made out on a separate blank. The first part of such application 
shall form the petition and the second part the specification prop- 
er. Until such patent has been issued all alterations are .admis- 
sible. 

The application for the patent must first be submitted to a pre- 
liminary examination. If not found to conflict with any applica- 
tion previously made, it is grantable. On the publication of such 
patent in the official Government organ, the Reichsauzeiger, the 
patent acquires provisional validity. Such publication can, how- 
ever, at the request of the patentee, be postponed for six months 
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from the time of the decision reached by the preliminary exam- 
iners. 

Should the application be rejected, the patentee is entitled to 
appeal within one month after being informed of such decision, 
Such right, of course, applies to any opponent or opponents of 
such patent. The costs of appeal entail the payment of $5, which 
if not made renders the appeal null and void. 

The amount thus paid may be refunded to the interested party 
whose appeal is sustained. If after publication of the application 
for payment such application be refused, the yearly fee already 
paid shall be refunded to applicant. Applicants living abroad are 
required to give security for expenses of legal proceedings in case 
of appeal. Such security is fixed by the proper authorities arbi- 
trarily. The patentee, on being summoned to appeal, must file 
his reply within one month from the date of issue of such sum- 
mons. Appeal may also be made against the decision of the pat- 
ent office authorities and carried to the Reichsgericht, in Leipzig, 
which appeal must be filed in writing at the patent office within 
six weeks after the decision of the patent office. 

For a full patent to run fifteen years, the full or long term, an 
application fee of $25 must be paid on filing application. A 
power of attorney and duplicate specification in German, includ- 
ing drawings, are required; one set of drawings to be on bristol 
board and the other on tracing paper or cloth. 

The patent, if granted, must be worked within three yeuars 
from time of granting, when a fee of $28 is required. For as. 
signment of a patent a fee of $10 is required. Patent designs 
run for three years. They can, however, be renewed once after 
first expiration. The fee for three years is $14. 

The person first applying for a patent design obtains the same. 
In this respect persons living abroad should be particularly cau- 
tious. Power of attorney is also required, and drawings in du- 
plicate, the same as for full patent. No working of patent de- 
sign is required.

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GUARDS BEATEN BY CIVILIANS. 





Stevens Winning High Honors Abroad. 

A match with miniature rifles of the smallest calibre took place 
recently between a team of twelve of the most doughty cham- 
pions of the Scots Guards pitted against twelve civilian riflemen 
of Southfields Rifle Club, in which the Guards were severely 
beaten. This is a significant portent, not only in regard to the 
shooting powers of our paid national defenders, but equally sig- 
nificant of the inferiority of British-made rifles to those of the 
United States. The Guards, firing with rifles made by Greener 
of Birmingham, got an aggregate total of only 1,949 points, 
against an aggregate of 2,167 made by the civilian team, which 
fired with a rifle, the Stevens, produced in the United States. 
The crack shot of the Scots Guards, the instructor of musketry, 
to the battalion, made for his side the best score, as was to be 
expected, but it was absolutely eclipsed by a civilian, this com- 
petitor not being by any means the best shot in his club. The vic- 
torious civilian, Mr. Newitt, at the first of the two ranges scored 
every point possible but one out of the maximum of 100, making 
99 points. ‘To do this he had to put nine bullets within a circle of 
half an inch in diameter, the tenth being merely a hair’s breadth 
out. This phenomenal performance by Mr. Newitt is not quite 
a record for the club, a fellow competitor who went through the 
Boer campaign as a member of the Mounted Sharpshooters, hold- 
ing the club record of a perfect score, in which all ten shots were 
placed within the half-inch circle. This club champion is Mr. A. 
J. Comber, who won the Queen’s Silver Medal at Bisley within 
a few days of his return from South Africa. 

Lord Roberts had promised to attend this match, to show his 
interest in civilian rifle shooting, but failed to attend, sending 
a telegram instead, with a promise for some day after Easter.— 
Reynolds Newspaper (England.)

The harmless cannon is 
operated on the principle of the gas engine, 
an electric spark ignites the gas and air, 
causing a loud explosion, hurls the cork 
shell and emits a flame which is of such 
a low temperature that it does not even 
scorch tissue paper. Professor Franklin 
says also that the cost of 5,000 shots is not 
more than five cents.
